Subject: — Strike at the Port of Marseilles—Revalidation of import licences. 

No. 29/ITC(PN)/67.—It has been reported that the recent strike at the port 
of Marseilles started on 18th January, 1967, and ended on the 9th February, 1967. 

2. In order to facilitate shipment of goods from Marseilles against the import 
licences, which may have expired during the pendency of strike, it has been 
decided that the validity period of all such import licences should be deemed to 
have been automatically extended upto the 31st of May 1967. No further endorse¬ 
ment on the licences, by the licensing authority concerned, is necessary. The 
licensees must satisfy the Customs authorities that the shipment was held up at 
the port of Marseilles due to the strike during the period mentioned above.
